A When contention doth grow by 
er $9 errour in judgement; it ceaſerh not till 
men by inſtruction come to fee wherein they erre, 
and what it is that did deceive them. Without this, 
there is neither policy nor puniſhment that can e- 
ſtabliſh peace in the Church, 

The Moſcovian Empcrour, being weary of the in. 
finite ſtrites and contentions amongſt Preachers, and 
by their occaſion amongſt others, forbad preaching 
utterly throughout all his Dominions , and in ſtead 
thereof commanded certain Sermons of the Greeke 
and Latine Fathers to bee tranſlated ,and them ro ve 
read in publ.que aſſemblies, without adding a word

of their owne the:cunto upon paine of death, Hee 
thought by this politique devile to bring them tO a- 
oreement,or at leaſt to cover their diſagreement. But 
fo bad a policy was no fic ſalve for ſo great a ſoare. 
We may think perhaps , that puniſhment would 
have beene more effeCtuall to that purpoſe. For 
ncither did Solomon {peak without book in ſaying, 
that when folly 5 bound up in the heart of a child, the 
rod of correftion mn drive it out, and experience 
doth ſhewgghat when errour hath once diſquieted 
the minds of men and made them reſtleſſe, it they 
doc not feare they will terrify, Neither hath it re- 
ented the Church atany time to have ufed the rod 
in moderate ſeverity for the ſpeedier reclaiming of 
men from error,andrhe reuni:ing ſuch as by ſchiſme 
have ſundred themſelves. But we find by rtriall, that 
as being taught and nor terrified,they ſhut their cares 
againſt the word of truth and ſooth themſelves in 
that wherewith cuſtome or ſiniſter perſuaſion hath 
inured them: ſo contrariwile,it they beterrifyed and 
not taught, th<ir puniſhment doth not commonly 
worke thciramendment, 
As Moſes therefore, ſolikewile Aron, as Zeruba. 
bel, io lehoſhua, as the Prince which hath laboured 


by the Scepter of righteouſncle and {word of juſtice 


to end ftrifc, ſothe Prophets which with the booke 
and doctrine of ſalvation have ſoundly and wiſely 
endeavoured to inſtruct the ignorant in thole litigi. 
ous points whcrewiththe Church is now rroubled: 
whether by preaching, as Apoliags among the /ewes, 


or

or by diſputing, as Paul at Athens, or by writing, as 
the learned in their {everall times and ages hereto- 
fore, or by conferring in Synods and Councells, as 
Peter, Iames , and others at Texuſalem,or by any the 


like allowable and laudable mcanes, their praiſe # +.Cor.8.19, 


worthily in the Goſpel, and their portion in that pro« 


miſe which God hath made by his Prophets , They Dan, 12.3 


that turne many unto righteouſneſie (hall ſhine as the 
itarres for ever and ever, | fay , wholocver have 


ſoundly and wiſely endeavoured by thoſe meanes to 


reclaime the ignorant from their errour, and to make 
cace. 

F Waat of found proceeding in Church controver. 

fics hath made many more ſtiffe in errour now then 

betore. 

Want of wiſe and diſcreet dealing, hath much hin- 
dred the peace of the Church. It may bee thought, 
and is, that Ariw had neverraiſed thoſe tempeſtu- 
ous ſtormes which we read he did; if Alexander, the 
firſt that withſtood the Arrians herely , had born 
himſclfe with greater moderation, and beenlefle ca- 
gcrin ſo goodacaule, Srlpitius Severus doth note 25 
much in the dealings of /dacime againſt the favou. 
rers of Priſciliian , when that herely was but greet 
and new ſprung up. For by overmuch vehemency a- 
gain(t Jaffantins and his mates, a ſparke was made a 
flame : infomuch rhar thereby the {zditious wax. 
ed rather more fterce then lefſe rroubleſome. ln mat- 
ters of (o gteat moment, whereupon the peace or 
diſturbance of the Church is kaowne to depend , if

there were in us that reverend care which ſhould be 
iris not poſſible wee ſhould cicher ſpeak at any time 
without feare , orever write but with atrembling 
hand.

f We cannot altogether excuſe our ſelves inthis 


rcſpe&t , whoſe home controverſies and debates at 
this day, although I truſt they be as the ſtrite of Pa! 
with Barnabas and not with Elymas, yet b2caule 
there is atruth, which onthe one fide being unknown 
hath cauſed contention, I doe wiſh it had pleaſed Al- 
mighty God,that in ſifting it out, thoſe offences had 
not grown , which I had rather bewaile with fecrec 
tcares then publick ſpeech, 

Neverthelefle as ſome ſort of people is reported 
ro have bred a deteſtation of drunkennefle in their 
Children by preſenting the deformity thereof in ſer. 
vaats: ſo ir may come to paſſe (I with it might) char 
we bcholding more foule deformity inthetace and 
countenance of acommon adverſary, thall be indu- 
cedto correct ſome ſmaller blemithes i» our owae, 
Ycz are not ignorantof the Demanrias, Motives,Cens 
fares, Apologtes, Defences, and other writings which 
our grcat enemies have publiſhed under colour of 
l[ccking peace;promifing to bring nothing but reaſon 
and evident remonſtrance of truth. Bur who fecth 
not how full gorged they are with viruient, f1 :nde. 
rous and immy deft ſpeeches, rengipg much to che

wet have hitherto,bcen uſed ro procure peace; whe. 

ther it be becauſe our dcalings have been too fee- 

ble, ortheminds of mcn with whom we have dealt 
r00t00 implacable,or whatſoever the caule or cau- 

{es have been: for as much as wee {ee thatas yet wee 

faile in our defires, yeathe wayes which we take to 

be moſt likely to make peace,doe but move (trite; O 

that we would now hold our tongues, leaveconten- 

ding with men,and have ourtalke and treaty of peace

graces c2aſed,and no meanes bur it to keep things in 
order. So that, were it not apparant to have been in 
the Apoſtles: yetthe neceſſity. of the times follow- 
ing, deſtitute of theſe helps,might enforce it. 

Sceing then God hath no lefle care forthe propage- 
tion and continuance of his Church, then for the fart 
ſetling or planting of it: (Eph.4.13+)it muſt needs 
follow,that this power was not perſonal in the Apo- 
ftles,as tycdtothem only , buta power given to the 
Churchgand in them for their times reſident (bur not 

E 2 ending 
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ending with them,as 2emporary) but common to the 
ages after and continuing (ro whom it was more 
needfull then to them) ro repreſle [chiſmeand to re- 
medy other abuſes.
